Science should teach us of the dependable relationship between cause :

It should require no crystal 
ball to knoi'j' with sound knowledge that a nation which has placed its trust in 
having superiority in weapons of destruction and which has used them as the 
United States has done in Tokyo, Hiroshima and Vietnam will by the order of "cause 
and effect experience destruction. The military empires of Europe and Asia were 
laid low by the same processes as those by which they had reigned, and the same 
was true of the Aztec and Inca empires. The non-military pueblos of America’s 
Southwest are among the few undestroyed civilizations of the continent. 



War in .the .style of the Vietnam conflict is nothing new in -the character 
of America. In this manner the American Indian was dealt with during the past 
two centuries. It was in reference to such aspects of America's character that 
Thomas Jefferson said "My heart trembles for my country when I reflect that God 
is just."
